A small group of influential 
‘Terre Haute citizens met in the; 
office of Mayor James B. Lyne oni 
April 14, 18382, to adopt the pre- 
viously prepared constitution of an 
organization which has served this) 
community continuously since that 
date. Now officially designated’ 
the Family Service Association in! 
Terre Haute, but more popularly 
referred to as, Friendly Inn, this' 
group was originally formed as the! 
Society for Organizing Charity. Ini 
1935 that name was changed to 
the Family Welfare Society and 
this year to the Family Service As- 
‘sociation. | 
| Since 1928 this social service! 
agency has had as president of its 
board Ross C. Harriott. Oldest 
member in point of continuous! 
¡service was the late Professor Al-] 
bert Faurot who had served since 
1915. Professor Faurot passed 
‘away last month. A statement by

“Original objectives of the loca! | 

‘Society for Organizing Charity was |

‘ice functions. The association is 
| non-sectarian and serves families 
in trouble without regard to race, 
color or national origin.

of conditions which lie outside the 
control of the individual preventing

him from leading a satisfying and 
useful life. 

“Until recently it was assumed 
that economic distress was an indi- 
vidual -problem which, along with 
other deviations from normal, re- 
quired case work treatment, but 
we have learned that there are 
thousands of familles normally 
self-sufficient except for economic | 
distress whose prime need is good | 
! relief administration. 
| “There was an assumption also 
| that all familles needing attention 
should be referred to a professional 
agency, but experience has proved 
thal ihis is impossible and that our 
greatest service to the community 
Hes in doing only as much of the 
job as we can do well, striving al- 
ways to so interpret our work to 
the community as to Increase our 
support for a larger program, Our 
agency has tried to bear in mind the 
importance of careful and sym- 
pathetia handling of applicants who 
cannot be accepted for care. The 
disappointment and discouragement 
of the client who must be referred 
from one. organization to another 
can easily be understood. 

“No one is turned away from our 
office without a sympathetic hear- 
ing. If it is necessary to refer him 
to another agency and needed re- 
lef cannot be secured immediately 
interim relief is. given.

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! “This order prevailed until Feb. |, 
19, 1935, when we entered into an |} 
agreement with the federal transient 
bureau to furnisn lodgings for a | 
small compensation to the men they 
might send to us. This plan worked 
very well until Sept. 20 when fed- 
eral transient service was discon- 
tinued. About the middle of De- 
cember, when they were beginning 
to move the equipment from the 
transient center here, we were asked 
to take the few remaining men tem- 
porarily for both lodgings and 
meals. Gradually adjustmenis were 
made for them and the last elght 
men left Jan. 20 when they received 
their first full WPA checks, 

“In spite of the frequent changes | 
in policy 3,686 transteut men and 


women were sheltered in our build- 
ing during the year; 3,557 lodgings 
were furnished to this group and 
1,661 meals. Eight hundred and 
twenty-eight (828) lodgings and 3,583 
meals were given. to locat homeless 
men and women. Temporary care 
was given to 180 boys and 85 girls 
in our detention rooms. 

“Twice during the year- Sullivan 
county. made-use of our detention 
rooms and. pald us the legal per 
diem for that type of care. Bight | 
thousand, six hundred and seventy- j| 
eight (8,678) meals were served to] 
children in detention and 5,651 to the 
help, etc. a total of 19,573 meals 
served during the year., 

“The last few years have indeed 
been Jean years for the society 
financially, but we have been able 
to meet all our obligations and two 
outstanding permanent improve- 
ments were made last year in the 
building. In the spring through the 
death of one of our old colored 
cHents the society came into pos- 
session of about $160, 

“Ever since we had been in the 
new bullding the Home Packing 
company had furnished ice to us in 
almost unlimited quantities, but 
owing to changes in the policy of 
the company this practice has been 
discontinued. At this time ice was 
one of our biggest problems and we 
decided that Uncle Charlie would 
like to have us invest his money in 
mechanical refrigeration, something 
that would be a permament im- 
provement and would fill a very 
great need, 

“A local merchant was found who 
was willing to forget most of his 
profit and the Friendly Inn was 
equipped with a fine big Frigidaire. 
The other improvement was the in- 
stallation of twin hot water tanks

“I’do not want to overibok this
